ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

Amended claim 3 reciting a broad limitation, a polar group, found in the specification after 
the final rejection raises new issues that would require fiirther search and consideration. Thus, the 
amendment is denied of the entry and a partial entry is not permitted. Contrary to applicant's 
assertion, hydroxyl groups in example 1 of WO 97/14749 falls within the scope of the recited 
polar group and said claim 3 does not overcome the example 1 of WO 97/14749. 

Also, appUcant's response with respect to the rejection of "unfilled" under 35 USC 1 12, 
second paragraph is unpersuasive since applicant failed to provide any support shoving that metal 
oxides having a particle size of 1 to 50 nm do not include filler. 

The rejection of claim 9 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph is withdrawn and said claim 
9 is allowed. 

Amended claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 8 and 10-12 overcame the prior art rejection.
